It  seems  that  each  year  in  every  generation  presents  a  crisis  of  some  kind  or  other. 


This,  your  year  of  graduation  is  no  exception  for  in  it  there  is  revealed  an  urgent  and  increas¬ 
ing  crisis  in  Christian  work  all  over  the  world. 


With  the  uprising  of  the  spirit  of  nationalism,  the  subtle  yet  sac  rificial  drive  of  Commu¬ 


nism,  the  sudden  aggressiveness  of  opposing  religions,  together  with  the  inconsistent  lives  of 
modernistic  missionaries,  one  can  readily  see  that  we  are  in  an  urgent  hour  insofar  as  foreign 
missions  are  concerned. 

Nor  is  this  spiritual  crisis  limited  to  foreign  fields.  Into  the  Christian's  practice  at 
home,  has  crept  a  materialistic  philosophy.  Affections  appear  to  oe  set  on  earthly  rather  than 
on  heavenly  things.  This  is  evidenced  by  the  lack  of  vision  and  funds  to  finance  the  work  at  home, 
to  say  nothing  of  the  responsibility  "to  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  world.  "  Lack  of  financial 
security  is  causingfewer  young  people  to  give  themselves  to  the  hard  places  in  our  own  land  not 
to  mention  the  regions  beyond.  Add  to  this,  the  growing  indifference  to  the  genuine  Gospel  and 
the  popularity  of  liberal  "Christianity"  and  we  can  see  that  we,  too,  in  this  country  face  a 
serious  spiritual  crisis. 


Considering  all  this,  one  gets  the  sensation  of  a  great  tide  about  to  oreak  loose  especially 


in  the  spiritual  realm.  Could  it  be  that  this  is  the  climaxing  of  that  great  prelude  to  the  coming 
of  our  Lord?  And  yet  do  not  these  very  difficulties  constitute  our  greatest  challenge? 


Men  and  women  of  the  Class  of  '55,  I  would  remind  you  that  you  are  among  "the  called 


out"  of  the  "called  out  ones.  "  God  has  called  you  apart  to  prepare  and  train  for  Himself.  I 
charge  each  one  of  you  in  the  Name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  MAKE  YOUR  LIVES  COUNT  FOR 
HIM! 

If  missionary  work  has  been  difficult  heretofore,  it  will  be  increasingly  difficult  in  the 
days  ahead.  I  think  of  the  evils  of  so-called  civilization;  the  fanaticism  of  opposing  religions; 
the  nationals'  misas soc iation  of  the  missionary  with  the  white  man's  colonialism,  and  possible 
imprisonment  resulting  from  invasion,  revolutions,  or  civil  wars.

BOARD  of  TRUSTEES 


The  Board  of  Trustees  consists  of  ten  persons  elected  by  the  Corporation  to  serve  for  a 
period  of  two  years.  The  board  meets  regularly  each  month  as  required  by  the  Constitution, 
and  on  many  occasions  two  or  three  times  a  month,  to  carry  out  the  business  transactions  of  the 
school.  Meetings  continue  throughout  the  summer  months  while  the  school  is  in  recess.  All 
meetings  are  opened  with  the  reading  of  the  Word  of  God  which  is  followed  by  a  season  of  prayer. 
The  Trustees  ask  God  for  wisdom  and  the  Holy  Spirit  to  lead  in  every  transaction.  The  blessing 
of  the  Lord  is  also  sought  for  the  students,  faculty,  Staff  and  Alumni. 

The  duties  of  the  Board  of  T~”stees  are  to  control  and  to  manage  the  affairs  of  the  school. 
Some  of  the  items  this  would  incluaj  re:  The  making  of  investments;  the  buying  of  property; 
care  and  maintenance  of  existing  properties;  appropriation  of  money  for  specific  purposes; 
promotional  work  and  planning  of  all  tyoes;  decisions  on  the  number  of  faculty  members  needed; 
their  spiritual  and  academic  qualifications;  and  the  rate  of  remuneration  for  their  services. 
Major  discipline  problems  are  also  handled  by  the  board.

The  Alumni  Association  of  the  Lancaster  School  of  the  Bible  and  School  of  Theology 
was  organized  in  June  of  1949.  The  Association's  purpose  for  organization  is  five-fold: 

1.  To  foster  and  enjoy  Christian  fellowship  with  one  another. 

2.  To  maintain  strict  adherence  to  the  present  doctrinal  basis  in  the  school  and 
reprove  in  love,  but  with  all  firmness  any  deviation  from  the  doctrinal  basis 
by  either  a  teacher  or  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

3.  To  definitely  aid  the  School  through  the  ministry  of  prayer  and  giving. 

4.  Mutual  sharing  of  spiritual  helps  with  the  members  of  the  Association. 

5.  To  establish  communication  through  a  quarterly  publication  entitled,  "The 
Alumni  Informer". 

Eligible  graduates  of  the  school  are  given  a  free  membership  in  the  Association 
for  the  first  year.  A  membership  fee  of  $1.  00  per  year  is  charged  in  the  following  years. 
Those  students  who  have  completed  only  one  year  in  Day  School  or  two  years  in  Evening 
School  are  eligible  for  membership  in  the  Association  as  Associate  members.  They  do 
not,  however,  have  the  voting  privileges  of  regular  members. 

At  the  close  of  each  school  year  an  annual  meeting  is  held  for  the  purpose  of 
fellowship  and  business.  Some  members  travel  a  long  distance  in  order  to  attend  these 
annual  meetings.  The  officers  for  the  following  year  are  elected  by  vote.  No  member 
may  serve  more  than  one  term  in  any  office.

Lancaster,  Pennsylvania 
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It  is  known  world-wide  that  Lancaster  County  has  been  a 
historical  center  from  its  very  inception. 

It  is  closely  related  to  both  the  Revolutionary  and  Civil  Wars. 

Lancaster  is  the  oldest  inland  town  in  the  United  States. 

It  was  a  meeting  place  of  our  Continental  Congress.  Thaddeus 
Stevens,  who  championed  the  cause  of  Public  Schools,  was  born  and 
is  buried  here. 

It  is  well  known  as  the  "Garden  Spot  of  the  World,  "  and  as  the 
home  of  the  Conestoga  Indians. 

Many  other  events  and  personages  as  well  as  the  great  religious 
heritage  for  which  this  section  is  known,  could  be  added  to  this  list 
which  gives  to  our  area  its  historical  interest. 

All  this  has  been  taken  into  consideration  in  designing  our  new 
emblem.  But  the  question  was  what  could  be  selected  that  would  tie  in 
with  the  historicity  of  the  area  and  yet  convey  our  purpose  and 
principles. 

Around  the  year  of  1716,  James  Logan  a  business  representative 
of  William  Penn  was  carrying  on  a  fur  trading  business  with  the 
Indians  of  the  Conestoga  area  which  is  the  vicinity  of  Lancaster 
County.  This  trade  had  proven  to  be  quite  lucrative.  However,  Mr. 
Logan  found  his  men  having  to  pay  out  extravagant  fees  to  the  wagoners 
for  transportation.  Out  of  this  pressing  need,  Logan  designed  andpur- 
chased  his  own  wagons  which  became  known  as  the  Conestoga  Wagons. 

The  Wagons  were  designed  for  endurance  and  heavy  loads. 
Almost  every  moving  part  was  covered  or  reinforced  with  steel. 
They  were  designed  as  freight  carrying  "land  ships.  "  The  wagons 
themselves  weighed  from  three  thousand  to  three  thousand,  five 
hundred  pounds.  From  four  to  six  horses  were  required  to  pull  one 
wagon.  Often  twelve  hundred  dollars  were  invested  in  a  single  team. 

The  service  of  the  Conestoga  Wagon  was  not  confined  to  the 
Conestoga  area  alone,  but  later  helped  to  pioneer  trade  and  civilization 
further  West.  It  has  since  become  the  symbol  of  pioneering,  endur¬ 
ance,  stability,  and  accomplishment. 

The  emblem  that  has  arisen  above  others  to  symbolize  the 
historicity  of  Lancaster  County  is  the  famous  Conestoga  Wagon. 

We,  of  L  S  B,  feel  that  history  is  still  being  made  in  Lancaster, 
in  the  field  of  Bible  &  Missionary  training. 

L  S  B  is  dedicated  to  the  filling  of  an  urgent  need  to  train 
missionaries  and  missionary-minded  pastors.  Many  of  the  courses, 
in  addition  to  a  thorough  training  in  the  Bible,  were  realized  out  of 
the  existance  of  neglected  and  urgent  needs  on  the  mission  fields  of 
the  World.  Our  entire  missionary  training  program  is  designed  to 
produce  spiritually  stable,  mature,  and  persevering  laborers  for 
the  Lord's  service. 

Our  emblem,  the  Conestoga  Wagon  over -shadowed  by  the  Word 
of  God  which  shall  endure  for  ever,  thus  serves  a  two-fold  purpose- 
it  locates  us  geographically,  and  it  aptly  symbolizes  our  spiritual 
objectives  and  purpose. 

When  you  see  the  Conestoga  Wagon,  think  to  pray  for  the 
ministry  of  L  S  B  .
